Collar beams. Well-built hip 
roofs don’t always require bracing 
across pairs of rafters. Cross brac- 
ing is necessary, however, with a 
gable roof « ompt sed solely of ridge- 
pole and rafters. These braces are 
called collar beams The lower the 
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pitch of your roof, the more numer- 
ous must be the collar beams, to 
keep the roof framing rigid. Under 
the moderately pitched roof shown, 
braces were used only every third 
rafter. A lower roof would require 
considerably stronger bracing. 


Waterproofing. A cover- 
ing of heavy tar paper, gen- 
erously overlapped at each 
strip, is laid over sheathing 
and nailed in place with 
zinc-coated and corrosion- 
resistant nails. Strips are ap- 
plied from eaves upward, 
so overlap will provide an 
effective moisture barrier 


Shingles. Like the tar pa- 
per under them, shingles are 
laid upward from the eave 
toward the ridge. Each 
shingle overlaps the shingle 
beneath it to provide a dou- 
ble layer of shingles at all 
points. This technique pro- 
vides covering for all nails.

Wes several persons came down with polio after at- 


tending a Sunday school picnic at Council Bluffs last sum- 
mer, lowans became impatient because the experts didn’t 
unravel the myster\ 

University professors at lowa City shook their heads 
about the episode. They doubted if there were any con- 
nec tion between the picnic and the polio And cert iinly 
a study of their pin-studded map each pin representing 
someone stricken— gave perplexing basis for their doubts. 

Ihe map and other records showed that within hours 
polio had struck in 29 widely separated areas throughout 
the state. The areas were not connected by highways, 


waterways, or airways. A number who became ill lived 


on farms, miles from main highwavs. Most of those 
stricken had not been away from home nor had visitors. 
Nor had other members of the family been visiting, for 


several weeks 


Dilcenwiiite, doctors in California, North Carolina, and 
Texas, other states hard hit by polio last year, made 
equally puzzling discoveries. Such mysteries are still un- 
solved as the polio fighters combat the disease in 1949. 


25 vears and 


\fter wrestling with polio for nearly 
spending millions on research, scientists know a lot more 
about polio than they used to, but they still don’t know 
how and why epidemics start 

Furthermore, previously hailed preventive measures 
have proved about 100 percent useless. Some were found 
dangerous as well 

Nasal sprays of zinc sulfate and other solutions per- 
manently deprived some children of their sense of smell. 
But the sprays didn’t stop polio. Vaccines were equally 
worthless. At least one type of vaccine infected with the 
very condition against which it promised protection. 
And inoculations of whole blood taken from those who 
had recovered proved futile in keeping the disease away 
from others. Dietary restrictions likewise failed to give 
immunity. And with all the wonder drugs, nobody has 


found one that wili cure polio. 


VW hile all these things are quite true, the present situa- 
tion is far more optimistic than the facts suggest. The 
polio fighters may not be able to prevent the disease. But 
new methods of treatment have greatly lessened its sever- 
itv. And, despite misguided efforts in the past, polio is 
past the panic stage. Research is progressing, though it is 
slow and costs a great deal. 

Great improvement has been made even in treating 
bulbar polio, responsible for most polio deaths. In this

Feed trees nitrogen in autumn 


Dr. F. E. Gardener of the Department of Agriculture 
has found that trees fed with high-nitrogen plant food 
in fall store the nitrogen up until spring. Then it’s all 
ready to go, long before nitrogen in the soil is avail- 
able. This is as true of evergreens as other trees. I 
kept losing foliage from my Hicks yews until I tried 
high-nitrogen plant food. Since then, the hedge has 
resisted winter-burn as well as though I had moved it 
200 miles farther south. 


Mums need short days to bloom 


Why did chrysanthemums bloom so late in the fall of 
1947 and 1948? We have known for years that mums 
won’t set buds until the days begin to grow shorter. 
What happened in 1947 and 1948 was that we had 
clear, dry weather in late summer, and the sun wasn’t 
hidden by mists at dawn and sunset. Hence, there was 
an hour and a half more light each day than normal. 
It doesn’t take much extra light to prevent flowering: 
One grower couldn’t get flowers all winter from mums 
in a part of the greenhouse where a street light shone 
in. There isn’t much the home gardener can do about 
this light response of mums. However, it will make him 
feel better to know that autumns like those of 1947 and 
1948 don’t happen very often. 


Peas that like hot weather 


It’s real news to lovers of fresh peas that science has 
bred garden peas that can stand midsummer heat and 
sharp freezes and still bear normally. So far there are 
three varieties available: Green Bayou, Wando, and 
Willett’s Wonder. I have picked Green Bayou in 
August with the thermometer at 100 degrees, and I 
have seen plots that went through an 18-degree freeze 
unharmed. Probably none of them rates quite as high 
in taste as freshly picked Little Marvel, but they’re far

Then they modified the plan to include as many of today’s 
luxury-living ideas as possible without increasing the cost. 

There are many cost-savers in the Levitt operation behind 
that low price. But one of the most significant—and certainly 
the most significant for you—is the basic floor plan itself. 

We believe this is one of the most important improvements in 
small-home planning in years. On the pages that follow, we are

Weedy lawns: Use 2,4-D to get rid of broad- 
leaved weeds like dandelion and plantain. 
Spray on a still day and cover nearby plants 
with newspapers. Drifting 2,4-D can dam- 
age them badly. 


Crabgrass in lawns: Rake lawn to raise 
crabgrass stems, and then mow in one direc- 
tion; rake and mow again at right angles. 
Crabgrass is an annual; if it doesn’t reseed, 
it will disappear. 


Evergreens turning brown: Look for red- 
spider-mite, which also attacks phlox and 
many other plants. Turn to page 139 to learn 
how to detect and get rid of redspider-mite. 


Ants in your plants: Ant hills are unsightly, 
and ants encourage aphids. Chlordane (fol- 
low directions on label) is an excellent con- 
trol measure. Or poke a rod down into un- 
derground nest, pour in carbon bisulfide or 
cyanide compound, and plug hole with dirt.

And to stretch 
their money, and to meet the needs of an expanding family, 
the Smiths spread their remodeling over a decade. 

When the Smiths took over in 1938, the building was 
nothing but four sturdy walls around a huge central chim- 
ney.

Mrs. Smith saw ruin and decay. But Mr. Smith saw the 
native strength and graceful proportions of the walls, and 
the mellow, time-softened beauty of the brick.

energy. With a little practice, 


you'll have perfectly ironed clothes 


.. an appliance that does the job while you sit by 
and guide the work. 

An ironer is a combination of the familiar ironing 
board and the heat-controlled iron. The ironing board 
may be a flat surface (flat-plate ironer) or it may be a 
roll (rotary ironer). The iron part is called a shoe. Be- 
cause its surface is many times that of a hand iron, you 
iron more area with a single contact. Some shoes are over 
the ironing surface—some under it. 

You can pick a portable or stationary ironer—un- 
covered or covered with a baked-enamel-on-steel or fur- 
niture-like cabinet. You sit down with all of them, using 
your finger tips to guide the position of the garment.

You can’t leave everything to the 
teacher. Here’s how you can make it 
easier for her to help your youngster 


by making sure he’s ready to be helped

1. was a warm summer afternoon. Mrs. Brown poured 
a cool glass of lemonade for me and remarked, “‘I have 
Mary Alice all ready for school. I’ve gotten her the cutest 
dresses, and she got her first permanent wave last week. 
Now that she is all ready, she can hardly wait for school 
to begin.” 

That night [ kept thinking about 6-year-old Mary 
Alice who was “‘all ready for school’? with a permanent 
wave and a wardrobe full of dresses. 

I wondered how many other mothers of the beginners 
I would have in my kindergarten were like Mrs. Brown. 

The very next day I met Mrs. Slade in the drugstore. 
She was buying a bottle of medicine. ‘Something to 
build Dicky up,” she explained. ** You know, he will have 
to start school this fall and he is so frail and catches cold 
so easily.” She held on to the too pale, too thin Dicky 
with one hand and to the medicine with the other. It 
was no wonder to me that Dicky tried to hide behind his 
mother’s skirt when she explained to him that I was a 
schoolteacher. 


A few days later, I received a letter from an old friend 
of mine, and, happy day, she asked, “Will you please 
tell me what I should do this year to get Bobby ready for 
school next year? He will be 6 too late to enter school, 
and there is no kindergarten in our town.” 

Believe me, I was happy to give Bobby’s mother my 
prescription. I had been wishing I could tell some parents 
what I thought. I had never seen Bobby. so I could start 
at the beginning. When Bobbv’s little sister was big 
enough, the same suggestions would apply to her. 

First and most important of all should be health. Have 
your child examined thoroughly by a doctor. Ask the 
doctor to check weight, general health, eves, ears, teeth, 
throat, kidneys, and feet. Have any suggested corrections 
made as quickly as possible. 


Weight may not seem important to you. But it means a 
lot to a youngster. Rose was in my room last year. She 
learned rapidly, but she was a behavior problem. Why? 
Because she was too fat. She just couldn’t run and play 
like the others, so she compensated by pushing and 
pinching them. Naturally the other children didn’t care 
much for her 

Charles was too thin. He was a whiz at reading, but he 
wasn't a good all-around student because he tired so 
easily. When he was tired, he was disagreeable. And he 
was absent from school a great deal because he ‘“‘caught

INC, 














How to handle a blowtorch 


You can carry a torch without getting 


burned. Story and pictures tell you how 


WV en you want concentrated heat for some building or 


repair job around the house, there is no better or.:cheaper 
way of getting it than with a blowtorch. 

Many people look on a blowtorch as a dangerous imple- 
ment, ready to explode at any instant. Actually, if used 
right, it is as safe.as your family car or your home heater 

Any danger comes not from the torch itself, but from 
carelessness with its fuel. Both alcohol and gasoline 
vaporize readily at house temperature. These invisible 
vapors creep along any moving current of air. Kerosene, 
though it vaporizes less readily, is still violently explosive 
when mixed with air to the right proportion; it shouldn't 
be handled with any less care than gasoline or alcohol. 

For the greatest margin of safety, always fill your 
torch and light it outdoors. A concrete driveway or walk 
is best: spilled kerosene or gasoline will kill plants and 
soften asphalt. Outside, fumes will be carried away. 

If it is impossible to go outside to fill and light your 
torch, spread newspapers to absorb spilled fuel and then 
take them outside to dry (don’t burn them!). Have doors 
and windows open for cross ventilation. Be certain no 
open flame exists in the room you are using or in rooms 
to which the fumes might drift. That includes pilot lights 
in gas heaters or ranges, even the flame of a gas-burning 
refrigerator 

Before you light the torch, wipe all spilled fuel off the 
tank to avoid any chance of a flare-up. 

If you use the torch indoors, remember that it burns 
oxygen and gives off poisonous carbon monoxide gas, so 
good ventilation is imperative. 

There are several types of torches, as the photographs 
show. Some burn alcohol, others burn kerosene. but the 
commonest kind is the gasoline torch.

How to handle 


a blowtorch 


Double-cylinder alcohol torch is the 
least expensive, takes alcohol in both 
cylinders. Wick under cap of taller 
cylinder burns, vaporizing wick-fed 
fuel in the bent tube and forcing it 
through tiny opening ina long, point- 
ed flame. Keep fuel caps tight; clean 
burner opening occasionally with wire 


Lung-power alcohol torch is handy for 
hobbyists who work with jewelry, glass 
gewgaws, or chemical experiments. 
Besides its small, needlelike flame, 
controlled by mouth blow-tube, it will 
produce a soft vertical flame from wick

Small gasoline torch (right) and alco- 
hol torch (left) generate pressure from 
heat of the burner shaft. They must be 
preheated like a pump-type torch to 
vaporize fuel within the burner, and 
to heat the burner so it will carry on 
its Own vaporization as you use it 


Most tanks are filled from bottom, 
where the concave base acts as a fun- 
nel. Fuel should be fresh and free of 
sediment; if it’s dirty, filter it through 
a silk or lint-free rayon rag. In gaso- 
line torches, burn only white, unlead- 
ed fuel, or burners and veins will clog

connection on the waste disposer, it 
will need to be lowered. 

An electric connection is made 
between the waste disposer and the 
power line. Some units are turned 
on with a switch. Others start run- 
ning when the cold water flow 
reaches a certain speed. Most dis- 
posers require alternating current 


Does a thorough job. When you 
put waste into the sink opening, it 
falls into the grinding compart- 
ment where it is pulverized by 
shredders. Then it is carried by the 
cold water to the sewer 

Practically all food wastes can be 
gobbled up by the disposer. But 
waste disposers aren’t built to 
grind up metal, rubber, tin cans, 
china, glass, heavy 
paper, string, or cloth. Some man- 


pottery or 


ufacturers say “‘no”’ to large bones, 
fruit or olive pits, nutshells, or 
oyster- and clamshells. 


Two types of operation. Some 
waste disposers work on the capac- 
ity principle; others are of the con- 
tinuous-feed type. In the capacity 
type, food waste is put into a two- 
to five-quart grinding compart- 
ment, the drain is locked in place, 
cold water is turned on, and the 
motor is started. In the continuous- 
feed type, waste is fed into dis- 
poser while water is running and 
motor is in operation. Some models 
have motors which automatically 
reverse their grinding direction to 
lessen the possibility of jamming 


Safety features. All waste dis 
posers have some type of safety de- 
vice to keep fingers out of the grind- 
ing compartment while disposer is 
in operation. In addition, the 
grinders in most are at least 12 
inches below the sink opening, so 
it’s practically impossible to reach 
them. Most have an overload con- 
trol which shuts off motor if the 
waste disposer is jammed. This 
prevents damage to the motor 

In some waste disposers, if 
silverware accidentally falls into 
the grinding compartment, the 
motor will shut off automatically 
In others, the noise caused by the 
metal will warn you to turn it off. 
You can rescue the paring knife or 
spoon with no damage to the dis- 
poser mechanism. 


Care. Your waste disposer re- 
quires less maintenance than prac- 
tically any other electrical ap- 
pliance in the home if treated with 
reasonable care. Bearings on many 
of the motors are permanently 
lubricated. On others, bearings are 
lubric ated once or twice a vear 

A waste disposer keeps drain- 
pipes cleaner than the pipes of 
regular sinks. .Vever use any drain 
cleaners with a waste disposer 
theyv’re unnecessary and may harm 
the unit. Be certain that pipes are 
thoroughly cleaned at the time 
waste disposer is installed 


Cost. Waste disposers vary in 
price from $100 to $135. Installa-

Check on installa- 
tion fees before purchasing a dis- 
poser. The cost of operating a waste 
disposer is small—about 5 cents 
a month. When considering costs, 
remember that you are making a 
20-year investment. 


Can be used with septic tank, 
It is quite satisfactory to use a waste 
disposer if your septic tank has a 
capacity of at least 500 gallons. 


Check city ordinances. In some 
communities, ordinances prohibit 
installation of waste disposers. But 
in most cases the statutes are anti- 
quated ones, written before mod- 
ern waste disposers were known. 
Several large cities are now work- 
ing to bring their statutes up to 
date. Other cities and towns are 
actively encouraging the installa- 
tion of waste disposers.

Tips for beginners 


1. Keep in mind that ironer 
technique is flatwork technique 
and minor variations. Even the 
most complicated garment is made 
up of a number of flat sections 

2. Begin with the simple fiat 
pieces and you'll soon progress to 
the more detailed ones. 

3. Make use of the large ironing 
surface by distributing the article 
along entire length of ironing pad. 

4. Iron lengthwise, whenever 
possible, with the weave, or thread 
of the fabric. 

5. Follow seams, placing gar- 
ment at a convenient angle 

6. Always straighten article on 
ironing pad before ironing. Smooth 
piece from center to right and left 
with palms. Hold lightly and don’t 
pull at corners or edges. 

7. Iron hanging section (belts, 
lies, straps, sleeves) first 

8. Iron each portion until it is 
thoroughly dry 

9, If ironer has two heat controls 
and you're using only one end of 
ironer, set one thermostat at low. 
Saves pad scorching and current. 


Preparation pointers 

1. Starching. Use less starch 
than with hand ironing because 
the extra pressure of an ironer 
gives stiffness and gloss. An exact 
amount of starch can be deter- 
mined after trial ironing. 

2. Sorting. Before dampening, 
sort clothes according to fabrics 
Then stack in basket so articles re- 
quiring high heat are on bottom. 

3. Dampening. Generally, ar- 
ticles should not be as damp as in 
hand ironing. Cottons and linens 
require more moisture than other 
fabrics, but never dampen them to 
the wet stage. Dampen garments 
evenly, smooth out wrinkles, fold 
loosely, cover, and allow to stand 
for an hour or so.

1. Clothes rack and hangers. 
2. Comfortable chair. 
3. Sponge and water for dried- 
out portions or ironed-in wrinkles.

of the homeliest houses in Jamestown, New York. Now we think 
it’s one of the most attractive. 


It took only minor changes to improve the appearance of 
the house.

The brown dog tick is numer- 
ous in Florida and Texas—but he 
thrives indoors,in practically every 
section of the United States. The 
black-legged tick occurs through- 
out the eastern part of the country, 
while his half-brother, the Califor- 
nia black-legged tick is found in 
the West. The Gulf Coast tick is 
found all along the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and the Atlantic Ocean as far 
north as South Carolina. The Lone 
Star tick occurs in the East and as 
far west as Texas. 


The tick’s life cycle is approxi- 
mately the same in all species. All 
pass through four stages —the egg, 
the seed tick (or larvae), the tick 
nymph, and the adult. Eggs are 
laid in a mass in protected areas 
thick grass clumps, rotting wood, 
underbrush. Each female lavs but 
one such mass of 3,000 to 6,000 
eggs. The eggs hatch into tiny six- 
legged seed ticks which attach 
themselves to field mice, rats, or 
other.rodents. Within 2 to 10 days 
they become well-stuftfed on ro- 
dent blood, drop to the ground and 
shed their skins. That which 
emerges is the nymph tick, having 
eight legs. These nymphs then re- 
turn to rodent hosts and become 
engorged with blood in to 10

can easily pick up a hundred or 
more ticks each day. While dogs 
are seldom killed, even by heavy 
infestations, many have been mer- 
cifully destroyed because of their 
weakened condition, ill temper, suf- 
fering, and, in some cases, canine 
paralysis. A strong incentive to 
keep dogs free of this species is the 
fact that its bite can also transmit 
the dreaded diseases Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever and rabbit fever. 
For this reason, it is essential in the 
control measures which follow to 
remove the more headstrong in- 
sects by the use of tweezers. Drop 
the culprits into turpentine. If they 
are crushed, their blood should not 
be allowed to touch the skin. Hands 
should be carefully washed with 
strong soap and hot water when 
the job is finished. 

One good thing (if such is pos- 
sible) about the American dog 
tick is that its activities are con- 
fined to a few months of the year — 
April through July. However, in 
the extreme South, its operations 
are less restricted by the changing 
of the seasons. 


The brown dog tick, which runs 
the American dog tick a good race 
for top honors in universal dis- 
tribution, is particularly trouble- 
some because of its living habits. 
Where other species require a 
vegetative cover and wild animal 
hosts to complete development, the 
brown dog tick can live in kennels, 
barns, even homes, with its period 
of activity spread over 12 months. 
Dogs kept indoors are thus fair 
game for these indoor livers and 
frequently become infested with 
hundreds of larvae, nymohs, and 
adults. The various stages of de- 
velopment, including egg-laying, 
are carried on inside baseboards 
and crevices, behind window case- 
ments, tn furniture, and in the 
folds of curtains.

How to sell your house 


You’re entitled to a fair price when you sell your home. Do 


you know how to get it? Here’ 


s how not to fumble your sale 


By O. J. Scoville and Arthur BR. Lee 
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Have your house looking its best When your house is 


\ you sell your home to build another, or 


to move to a different city, you're entitled to its 
fair value on the current market. But getting 
that value is up to you, alone 

Selling your home is going to be a litthe harder 
in the future than it has been in the past few 
years. You may have to put forth a litthke more 
effort, and be a little more patient, to get your 
price. And you should be realistic about what 
that price ought to be 

Above all, youll have to plan the sale of your 
home carefully. This applies to the time of sell- 


ing, the price, and the method. 


The time to sell 


You probably won't be entirely free to decide 
when to sell, but you'll have some leeway. If 
prices continue their downward trend, you 
won't want to hold your property too long. But 
it may pay to wait for the season of greatest 
market strength. 

The normal real-estate market in most com- 
munities has a well-defined annual cycle, with 
periods in which it is very dull, and others of 
greater activity. These vary with localities, but 
as a rule the spring is best, and the three or four 
weeks around the beginning of the school vear 
usually are good. Real-estate agents, savings 
and loan associations, mortgage bankers, and 
others familiar with the market can tell you the 
best time to sell. 


Mow much should you ask? 


Your next job is to set a price. Here, again, 
you'll do well to go to the experts for advice. 
The time is past when you could price a house 
one- or two-thousand dollars above the market 
and wait for advancing values to catch up. Now 
if your price is out of line, a receding market may 
leave you still owning your house. 

Ask a few real-estate agents to estimate the 
value of your house. They usually will make an 
appraisal without charge in the hope of future 
business. In addition, you may want to hire a 
professional appraiser. A building and Joan

Then go shopping yourself. Compare your 
home with similar houses for sale in neighbor- 
hoods like yours. You can’t learn too much about 
the market: You have to set a price that will be 
reasonable —an overpriced house can stay on 
the market too long. On the other hand, you 
have to make allowance for your real-estate 
agent's fee, and leave some margin for dickering.

Most houses are sold by real-estate agents. 
But many are sold by their owners. 

Unless you have considerable experience, 
you'll do well to leave the selling to a real-estate 
agent. He can attract more prospective buyers 
than you: he can screen out the shoppers more 
easily than you and, unless you're a good sales- 
man, he can do a better job of completing the 


sale. 


Selecting an agent 


Select vour agent with care—an inactive 
agent can cost you money and time. An active 
agent will be advertising consistently, and will 
have a considerable list of property for sale. 

\ good firm need not be large. Often one- or 
two-man firms have outstanding reputations for 
effective selling and fair dealing. Take the usual 
precautions to make sure your agent has a sound 
reputation, 


Your brokerage agreement 


Property usually is listed with agents in one of 
two ways —open or exclusive. An open listing 
means simply that any agent may sell the prop- 
erty, or the owner himself may sell it, and who- 
ever makes the sale gets the commission. The 
drawback is, of course, that no agent is going to 
do much advertising of property that someone 
else may sell. However, if you do list your home 
with several agents, you should be sure to notify 
each as soon as it is sold.

In 
most communities the Sunday 
paper has the widest circulation, 
so time your ad to start on that day 

Beware over-advertising your 
house. Prospective buyers will rec- 
ognize it after a time, and will 
think it has faults that have kept it 
from selling. If your local radio 
station has a homes-for-sale pro- 
gram, you may do well to have 
your home described on it.

The oximeter was developed during the war by Dr. Glenn 
Millikan to help flyers threatened with blacking out at high 
altitudes. It first came into use in polio about three years 
ago at the University of Minnesota while an epidemic was 
raging in that state. 

Ihe fabulous drug curare, introduced to the court of 
Queen Elizabeth by Sir Walter Raleigh, may revolutionize 
the general care of polio. Industrial laboratories have taken 
what was once a poison used by Indians on their arrow tips, 
and developed a drug that doctors can prescribe safely in 
small doses.

How conta 2us is polio? 

Not very. Not in the same 
sense as measles, whooping cough, 
or scarlet fever. There is no rea- 
son for general hospitals to refuse 
to admit polio victims. The same 
safeguards which protect other 
patients against pneumonia will 
protect them against polio. 


Should you go away during 
an epidemic? 
No. Hf polio strikes in your 


community—stay put. Stay calm. 


Why stay home? 


Like the common cold and 
pneumonia, polio can be caused 


protection against the particular 
virus that’s responsible for polio 
in the community where you 
live. But rushed off to the moun- 
tains or seashore, your family 
may come in contact with a dif- 
ferent virus. Fairs, circuses, and 
other celebrations that bring 
people to your town from other 
communities may bring some 
who carry polio if there’s an epi- 
demic where they came from. 


Why doesn’t everyone get it? 
Doctors don’t know. Anything 
which lowers body resistance is 
believed to give the virus a better 
chance. Many physicians urge 
that tonsil removals be avoided 
during summer and early fall. 


Why don’t more grownups 
get it? 

Probably because the virus is 
so widespread, everyone is ex- 
posed to it. Long contact with 
the virus has made most adults 
immune. But don’t think of polio 
as merely a children’s disease. 
While most victims are 9 to 15, 
polio may strike any age. Some

I or each person who gets Sic k, 
100 or more who show no symp- 
toms harbor polio virus in their 
throats, noses, or intestinal tracts 
Each person harboring virus be- 
comes a potential carrier.

But because few people 
are susceptible, polio carriers are

How important is sanitation? 

Because there are carriers, 
cleanliness is important. Only 
clean things should enter the 
mouth when polio is around, 
since the virus probably enters 
the body through the mouth 
Unclean hands soiled by body 
discharges may pass the virus 
along to food. Remind children 
to keep things out of their mouths, 
to wash fruits and vegetables. 
and to refrain from swapping 
bits of gum or candy. Garbage 
should be tightly covered 


Does spraying help? 

Flies have been fairly well vin- 
dicated as epidemic causers, but 
polio virus does show up in fly- 
specks some three weeks after an 
epidemic — starts. Nevertheless, 
polio fighters hesitate to recom- 
mend DDT spraying 

\ spraying campaign to ex- 
terminate both flies and polio 
was tried in Egypt. In a short 
time. clouds of bigger and better 
flies replaced those killed by 
DDT. Worst of all, the epidemic 


didn’t show even a temporary 
setback. 


What about complications? 


Sore throat, nausea, vomiting, 
headache, fever, drowsiness, or 
simple common cold symptoms 
usually occur several days before 
the more serious indications. 
Some authorities believe that 
many who undergo cold-like 
symptoms during epidemics ac- 
tually have light cases of polio. 
Why they escape so lightly and 
others develop the paralytic form 
is another mystery 

Overheating, overexertion, and 
chilling following the first mild 
stage of polio may be responsible 
for later serious complications 


Should schools be closed? 


\ comparison in Massachu- 
setts between the number of new 
cases resulting in areas where 
schools were closed and those 
where schools stayed open in- 
dicated that schools should re- 
main in session."

What about swimming? 

“It all depends.” Streams pol- 
luted by raw, untreated sewage 
are considered dangerous. But 
proof is still lacking that polio 
has ever resulted from swimming 
in unsanitary water.

Cut new pine shoots a foot or more in 
length back to four inches; nip back new yews and arborvitae 
shoots two inches if growth is compact; cut back four inches 
if loosely grown.

Inspect lilacs and dogwoods for borers. Use oilcan to inject 
a few drops of carbon disulfide in each borer hole found in 
the lilacs; plug hole at once with mud.

True, if you’ve always been 
afraid of doctors or if you wince at 
thunder and lightning, it may not 
be easy to hide your feelings.

on 67 patients. In the New England 
Journal of Medicine, they reported 
86 percent relief in hay fever, and 
85 percent in perennial allergies. 
Dr. Fred W. Wittach of Minne- 
apolis, secretary-treasurer of the 
American College of Allergists, is 
another who has reported dramatic 
results with Trimeton.

ragweed Most of the anti-hista- 
mine drugs had been used on him 
without success. Some even pro- 
duced vomiting and skin rashes. 

The physicians at the Boston

The offer to buy 
is an agreement in which the sale 
price and other details are listed. 
In it, the buyer agrees to purchase 
the house, providing the tide is 
found to be clear. 

Ifa real-estate agent is handling 
the sale of vour house, he will have 
a standard form for the offer to buy. 
If you sell your house yourself, you 
can obtain such a form from your 
attorney. 

The deposit made by the buyer 
is called earnest money. In many 
communities, standard procedure 
calls for the earnest money to be 
held in escrow by a neutral party, 
such as an attorney, a lending 
agency, or, in some states, the 
broker, until the abstract of title is 
examined, and found satisfactory. 
This insures that the buver will get 
his money back if the title to your 
home is not satisfac tory. 


Financing 


Ordinarily, you won't be con- 
cerned with the buver’s arrange- 
ments for financing his purchase 
If you own your house outright, 
you can do one of two things 
finance the sale yourself if you're 
In a position to do so, or have the 
buver make all of his arrange- 
ments himself if he can’t pay cash 

It you have a mortgage on the 
house, he can pay you your equity, 
and assume the mortgage, or fi- 
nance it anew. If you are buying 
the house on contract, you'll have 
to make sure that the contract can 
be assigned to the new owner, if 
he won't be paying cash. 

If you are in a position to finance 
the buyer, keep in mind that inter- 
est rates have been drifting upward 
for some time. Learn what the cur- 
rent interest rate is in your com- 
munity. Another tip: Sometimes it 
1S preferable to enter into a con- 
rather than to give a 
deed and take a mortgage from

the buyer, especially if the down 
payment is small 

If the down payment and sub- 
sequent monthly payments on the 
principal the year you sell do not 
total more than 30 percent of the 
purchase price, it is possible to 
spread capital gains over more 
than one vear, which may save 
vou something on income tax. 


is of the most important 
things in selling vour house is to 
realize that it usually takes time. 
Your buyer will want to compare a 
number of houses and select the 
one that meets all his needs. It 
may take several weeks for the 
prospect to appear who sees in 
your house the home he wants. It 
may take a few weeks more to find 
the one who wants your home and 
has the money needed to buy it.
